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Future Planning 
Marion Library Seeks Grant Support 

Marion's Elizabeth Taber Library has been 
selected to receive a $20,000 state grant to plan a major 
expansion and improvements, but only if residents vote to 
match it at the April 25 Annual Town Meeting. 

As a result, the library trustees are campaigning 
to get as many voters as possible to show up. "We're 
canvassing the whole town by mail, button-holing friends 
and neighbors on the street, and trying for as much media 
attention as the library can get,'' said Robert Hlady, 
President of the Library Trustees. 

"We want everybody there — members, non- 
members, friends and the not-so-friendly," he said. "The 
Elizabeth Taber Library is a resource for everybody in 
town, and we want the planning process to pull in as 
many ideas as possible from as many sources as possible." 

The trustees have already produced a "building 
program," which is an assessment of needs and descrip- 
tion, in general, of what kind of facility will be required to 
fill those needs, Mr. Hlady said. It's available on the Town 
of Marion website, and at the circulation desk. 

Over the course of nearly four years now, a 
planning and building committee of the trustees has 
surveyed residents, librarians and teachers, conducted 
focus groups, and employed a professional library

building consultant to produce the building program. It 
was put together using guidelines that have been ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts Board of Library Commis- 
sioners. 

Based on a projected "build-out" population of 
8,500 for Marion, Mr. Hlady said, the building guidelines 
indicate that the town will need a library with about 
16,000 square feet of usable space. The current facility has 
only a little more than 4,200 square feet. 

"Throughout the early planning process," Mr. 
Hlady said, "we've aimed right for the middle of space 
guidelines. We're not out to build any palaces, but we 
don't want to do this on the cheap, either. In all likeli- 
hood, the library that we build this time around will serve

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the town indefinitely — unless the population somehow 
outgrows the limits imposed by current zoning/' 

Exactly how to expand a small, 19th-century 
building into a much larger, up-to-date facility is a 
question bound to excite a certain amount of controversy, 
Mr. Hlady said. "And that's the way it should be,'' he 
added. 

The first use for the state grant and local matching 
funds will be to hire architects and engineers to study the 
comparative costs and benefits of various approaches to 
the expansion, Mr. Hlady said. "Basically, there are three 
ways to do an expansion on such a scale," he explained. 
"You can add on, you can demolish and rebuild, as 
Sippican School did, or you can put up a new facility at 
another location. Before we make any final decisions, we 
want reliable, professional advice." 

For instance, according to Mr. Hlady, no one 
knows whether the structure of the existing Elizabeth 
Taber Library is robust enough to support a large-scale 
expansion. No one knows how much it might cost to 
bring the old building's electrical system up to date. No 
one knows whether asbestos is lurking inside the existing 
walls. "Once we can answer some important, preliminary 
questions like these," he said, "we'll be in position to 
make informed decisions and move ahead with reason- 
able plans." 

"That's what the planning and design grant is all 
about — doing things the right way," Mr. Hlady said.

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them.

Unless the cats verbal skills improve markedly 
we will probably never know for sure why she is picky 
about her water sources. My own opinion is that we 
are well meaning but don't do a great job offering cats 
water as clean as we give ourselves.

two years to complete, if not sooner. 

Resident Carol Sanz next queried the board about 
the recent assessment itemized on her cable bill from 
Comcast. 

"I thought they were giving (the town) 4.5 percent 
of the money (subscribers) paid to them/' Ms. Sanz said. 
'They're now assessing us a 5.07 percent access fee to 
support government and educational programming in 
Marion. I remember during the negotiations somebody 
said they're going to charge us for it and, in fact, they 
are." 

Mr. Dolan explained that under the federal 
Telecommunications Act, cable companies are allowed to 
pass along to consumers any franchise fees they incur. 

"We've been paying a small franchise fee for 
years in Marion," he said. "It was just absorbed in the bill. 
They've now decided to flag it. It is their right to do that 
and, again, this isn't something that's true only in Marion 
— it's true everywhere in the United States." 

"It's money that you're going to pay anyway," 
Selectman Jeffrey added. "What's confusing is they can 
put it on the bill whenever they want. But they make it as 
complex and confusing (as possible)." 

"I really thought that Comcast was going to do 
something for the town," Ms. Sanz said. "(The franchise 
fee) was not clear and I feel that not only are we not 
getting anything, but we're paying (more) for it."

The Amityville Horror. Starring Ryan Reynolds 
j . and Melissa George.

According to George Lutz, who along with his (now-deceased) 
wife Kathy and his three stepchildren spent 28 days in a Long Island 
house before fleeing into the night, you shouldn't trust anyone's 
account of that month except his own. Jay Anson's book The 
Amityville Horror and the 1979 movie it inspired, he says, are filled 
with exaggerations and outright lies; and the new remake, he has 
indicated, is no more ''based on a true story" than the original film. 
Other people, over the years, have called Lutz's entire story a hoax, 
maintaining that there was no haunting. Who to believe? Certainly 
not the new movie version, which I found flatly unbelievable even 
by horror-film standards. 

It's nice that Hollywood has taken my advice and remade a had 
movie (the 1979 version hasn't aged well) instead of tarnishing the 
memory of good movies. But producer Michael Bay and screen- 
writer Scott Kosar, who previously took a giant dump on the horror 
classic Texas Chainsaw Massacr ehy giving it an uncalled-for do-over, 
don't even improve on the clumsy first film. The remake does get 
one thing right: Ryan Reynolds as George Lutz has more humor and 
humanity than big, bearded James Brolin did. But George's trans- 
formation from healthy stepdad to axe-fondling psycho happens 
too abruptly — 89 minutes doesn't leave much time for a plausible, 
gradual personality change. And because this movie takes George 
much further than either the book or the previous film did — to the 
point of active, murderous intent — we wonder why Kathy (Mel- 
issa George) doesn't run out on him long before the tipping point. 

The Lutzes move into the huge Long Island house despite the 
murders that happened there the previous year, because a house 
this good and this cheap doesn't come along every day. We only get 
an intermittent sense, though, that their chief reason for sticking 
with the house is financial and not, say, stupid. Stephen King, 
writing about the 1979 film in Danse Macabre, posited that the real 
secret of the movie's success was that it was about money troubles. 
Toilets overflowing with muck, doors and windows that stick — 
these are common householder frustrations. King also singled out 
the scene where James Brolin searches in vain for the money his 
brother-in-law set aside for his wedding caterer but then lost (the 




house apparently ate it). Brolin and Margot Kidder were an older, 
mid-thirtyish couple; Reynolds and George come off like 
twentysomethings who could rebound easily from financial set- 
backs. 

Instead, the movie adds layers onto the derangement of the 
family. As in the original, Kathy's young daughter makes a new 
friend in Jodie, a spirit haunting the house. In 1979, Jodie was a pig- 
like demon-thing. Now, Jodie is like Samara from The Ring, and in 
a scene typical of the movie's emphasis on the ugly over the truly 
scary, the ghost-girl forces a hapless babysitter to stick a finger 
inside the bullet hole in her head. A possessed, axe- wielding 
George meets up with the family dog, with bad results for the dog 
(a development the real Lutz is reportedly disgusted with). A wall 
in the cellar leads to a space where a demented reverend used to 
torture Indians to death. Like the Chainsaw remake, Amityville V5 is 
less frightening than just unpleasant. 

In the end, the legend of the Amityville house boils down to the 
fracture of the family: in the house's original murders, the teenage 
Ronald Def eo shotgunned his entire family, and here George chases 
his stepkids around with an axe like a bargain-basement Jack 
Torrance in The Shining. The subtext here is that your stepdad 
resents you and will kill you and your mom. It's not for kids, but of 
course that doesn't stop some people. At the screening I attended, 
I saw a moronic couple and their four-year-old daughter sitting a few 
rows down. On the way out, the "mother" complimented the little 
girl on not screaming during the movie: "Pretty good for a four- 
year-old." Social conservatives like to crusade against corruptive 
entertainment, but what good does that do if "parents" blithely take 
their toddlers to crap like this? Why not just chase your four-year- 
old around with an axe and save the ticKet money?

First it was towering light poles suggested for 
Gifford Park to allow baseball games after dark. 
Strike three ... you re out! 

Now it's the precise design and look of a large 
bay window replacement for the Plumb Memorial 
Library in the town center. 

Another final chapter? 

Lately it seems there's just no pleasing the mem- 
bers of the Rochester Historic District Commission. 

Granted, the group has been charged with the 
noble yet arduous task of maintaining the rural "char- 
acter'' of the town's so-designated "historic" center, 
but their decisions and denials can often cause indi- 
rect financial hardships to property owners. 

Ironically enough, it is usually private 
homeowners who end up footing the bill when cer- 
tain "modern" means of renovation or improvement 
are restricted or disallowed within the confines of the 
historic zone. But in two recent Rochester cases, it 
has been town-owned property that has stirred con- 
troversy and reluctantly pushed the Rochester His- 
toric District Commission into the limelight. 

In many ways, it's really a catch-22 situation in 
that few people would disagree with the concept of 
keeping a scenic town like Rochester as rural as pos- 
sible. To be sure, it is the town's very quaint, coun- 
try-living environment which first drew so many to 
call the place their home. But as the 21st century 
moves forward, the reality is it's becoming less and 
less feasible or cost-efficient to renovate properties 
with wholly original materials — most of which have 
viable contemporary alternatives which can easily 
look the part. 

And if we're talking solely about aesthetics here 
— maintaining the historic and rural look and charac- 
ter of the town — why should a vinyl replacement 
window which is identical to the wood-and-glass ver- 
sion to anyone cruising along Route 105 matter? 

Case in point: the Plumb Library Board of Trust- 
ees' pending request before the Rochester Historic 
District Commission to replace the library's windows 



as part of their ongoing renovation project. Last year 
Town Meeting voters approved the replacement of 
existing windows with vinyl, energy-efficient mod- 
els as part of a total $50,000 allocation. 

But the Rochester Historic District Commission 
has yet to approve the request — the matter has been 
continued to their April 27 meeting. 

The bone of contention seems to be the library's 
large front bay window, which Rochester Historic 
District Commission Chairman Susan Adams char- 
acterized as "the main architectural feature of the li- 
brary," needs to be replaced with a similar model to 
maintain the historic district's rural character. 

"If we had voted (last week), we would have de- 
nied the application," Ms. Adams said during a re- 
cent sitdown with Library Trustees and the Board of 
Selectmen. "We couldn't make a decision until we 
(had) a hearing. At the hearing ... we didn't have all 
the material before us, so we asked for an extension. 
Our next meeting is April 27 and we hope we can 
come to some solution by then." 

Not to belittle the serious efforts of a well-inten- 
tioned and hard-working volunteer town commis- 
sion, but if it looks like a duck, quacks like a duck and 
walks like a duck ... it's a duck. Replace "duck" with 
"bay window" and I think you'll get my meaning. 

That two town entities are haggling over win- 
dows is akin to a newly wed couple trying to pick out 
wallpaper patterns for their bedroom. I'm not play- 
ing the blame-game here, nor am I suggesting that 
every application which comes before the Rochester 
Historic District Commission be summarily rubber- 
stamped, either. 

But there clearly are some kinks in the process 
which need to be ironed out, otherwise there might 
be more lawsuits like the pending litigation over the 
Gifford Memorial Park light poles filed on behalf of 
Rochester Youth Baseball. 

And with ever-escalating monthly legal expenses, 
Rochester can't afford to jeopardize the present or 
future just to preserve the past.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

3^ I only recently began to hear of dental implants. 
Is this a new technique? Is it reliable and is the 
outcome predicable? Can it be used to replace a 
single tooth? 

jA. Placing material into the bones of the jaws to replace missing teeth dates way back in history. 

Anthropological evidence shows attempts at replacing lost teeth in ancient Egyptian and Peruvian 
history. For example, ancient man replaced some missing teeth with carved jade or ivory, making 
"tooth implantation" possibly the oldest form of complex oral surgery. It was not until the use of 
modern metal implants that the procedure became more reliable and predictable. For the past few 
decades, dentistry has been using primarily titanium for dental implants. Titanium is used because 
it is very compatible with living human bone and soft tissue, and it is exceptionally strong. In fact, 
titanium is the metal used most in hip and knee replacement procedures. 

One dental implant, with a crown, can replace a single missing tooth. This eliminates the need 
to prepare adjacent natural healthy teeth normally required for a fixed (non-removable) bridge. 
This can also help prevent the premature loss of remaining teeth which often results from the use 
of a removable partial denture. Therefore, dental implants can provide a single tooth solution for a 
single tooth problem.
